Early Combines and Corners. 


"Engrossing" was an offense punisb- 


itble in England by fine and imprison 
raent. and the lows against it "struck nt 
those—called "engrossers"—who plan- 
ned lo gain control over necessities, 
such as grain or foodstuffs in consid- 
erable quantities, either by purchase or 
otherwise, with the intention of raising 
prices. The statute book holds quite a 
series of enactments designed to pro 
*ent anything in the nature of what 
tve know as a "corner" or "combine." 
"Regratiug" was a criminal offense, 
and so was "forestalling." The former 
«onsisted of buying and selling the 
same day in the same market or near 
it, nndj.hejatter implied the purchase 
of merchandise on the way to market 
or before tbe hour at which tlie market 
commenced with the intention ot sell- 
ing at a proGt, while it was also "fore- 
stalling" to circulate rumors calculated 
to raise the prices of commodities 
Though these laws have fallen into 
desuetude, they were iu force in our 
grandfathers' time.—London Mail.

Wild Dogs of Asia. 


The whole tribe of wild doss, which 


in closely allied forms are to be fouud 
iu the wildest jungles and woods of 
Asia, from the Himalayas to I'oylou 
and from China to the Taurus—unless 
the- "golden wolves" of (ho Koman em- 
pire are now extinct in the forests of 
Asia Minor—show an individual and 
corporate courage which entitles thoiu 
to a high place among the most d-ir- 
ing- of wild creatures. The "red dogs." 
to give them their most characteristic 
uatne. are neither large in size nor de 
they assemble in large packs. Those 
which ha\e been from time to time 
measured and described seem to aver- 
age some three feet in length from the 
nose to the root of the tail. The pack 
seldom mirnbt'-r-i more than nine or 
ten, yet there is sufficient evidence that 
they are willing and able to destroy 
any creature that, inhabits the jungle, 
except the adult elephant and perhaps 
the rhinoceros, creatures whose great 
size and leathery hide make them al- 
most invulnerable to Mich enemies as 
dogs.—London Spectator.

Modern Maps. 


There nre Egyptian 
maps dating 


from MOO B. C.. but in spite ot tins 
long history It has been astonishingly 
difficult to mnke progress In charts 
until very recent times. 
Errors are 


perpetuated; trutb is forgotten; ad- 
vance Is slow. 
As Into as 1900 charts 


of tbe Alaskan coast issued by tbe 
United States were said to be thirty 
miles wrong, and nearly nil commer- 
cial map makers still represent moun- 
tain chains as caterpillars, 
nnd the 


fringe of tbe shore is adorned with a 
blue wavy frill. As for railroad maps, 
the less said tbe better, the great rail- 
road map of the northern belt of the 
United States adorning tbe walls of 
the Broad street Pennsylvania station 
in Philadelphia being distorted east 
and west, north and south and other- 
wise, its accuracy tn large part not 
being over 30 per cent, yet It Is a more 
thnn usually good railroad map.—Kn- 
glneering Magazine. 


Cause of Twilight. 


Twilight is a phenomenon caused by 


atmospheric refraction. When Hie sun 
gets below the horizon wo nrc not im- 
mediately plunged into the darkness of 
night. Although the sun is below our 
horizon, rays of solar light are bent or 
refracted by the terrestrial atmosphere 
and continue tn furnish some slight 
illumination. 
The process continues 


with diminishing intensity u n t i l the 
sun is so far below the horizon t h a t 
the refracting power of the atmos- 
phere is no longer able to bend (he 
rays enough to produce a visible ef- 
fect. 
The time after sunset that the 


sun reaches such a position varies with 
the latitude of tlie place. There is lots 
twilight at the tropic zone than at the 
temperate or frigid zone. This i* due 
to less time taken by the sun's rays to 
pass through tin: atmosphere, at the 
tropic /.one the sun's rays being per- 
pendicular and at the temperate and 
frigid zones oblique -—Xow York Amer- 
ican.

doubtful preparations should be taken 
with ft gram of salt. Krom this the 
meaning got transferred to sayings of 
doubtful truth. 
"Attic salt" was a 


Greek synonym for wit or penetration, 
and tho Latin word "sal" had some- 
what of the same moaning. H is thus 
easy to see how the saying "cum 
grano salis" could have come to menu 
tht necessity of accepting doubtful or 
suspicious statements "with a grain of 
salt."
